FAILS IN ENGLAND

Duties of the Opposition in Parlia-
ment and the Enigmas of Gov-
ernment by Coalition in
Wartime

I!\U\ﬂl.\'!-} an administration at Washington
with Wilson as President; Taft, Secretary
of State; Roosevelt, Secretary of Waur, and

Sugene V., Debs, Secretary of the Interior.
Put Bryan In as Secretary of Agriculture
fperhaps the nenrest thing to o padded eell In
the Cabinet), Unele Joe Cannon as head of the
Postoflice Department, and find other places |
for such differing types as Henry Ford and
Senator Lodge—and wvou would have some-
thing not unlike the present Hritish Cablnet.

Such u notlon of Government by coalition
is an English and not an American idea, In
this country erlses do not make the lon and
the lamb lle down together. Crises here tend
to differentiate the political parties more than
ever. Here in tlme of stress the cry In 7.t
us have nothing but outs«ind-out Repub! ans
or Democrats (n office.”” Our Government ia
not operited In the spirit of compromise, The
American mind looks for vietory at the polls
and expects to reap all the frults of that vie-
tory. The genius of the Englishman In gove
ernment {8 the spirt of compromise. He, too,
looks for a victory at the polls, but after his
victory he {8 not sure of all the fruits. If the
opposition puts up a strong fight his compro-
mising nuture may make him satisfled to get
only half of the fruits, Thereln is the under-
Iying renson for the present Cabinet.

Kitchener and Lloyd-George

Who would have dreamed that the lengthy
legs of Lord Kitchener, impoerialist and mili-
tarist, would ever have stretched (n council
beneath the same mahogany as those of
Lloyd-George, near Soclallst and pacifist.
While Kitchener was fighting the Boers In
South Africa Lloyd-George was voting in Par
liamant not to =end supplies to Kitchener's and
Roberts' armies. When Kitchener was o nu-
tionul here Lioyd-George, disguised as a police
man, was escaping from mobs. His pro-Boer
Epeechifying made him the most hated man (n
England for a time, Now he Is strong enough
to control a faction of his own which would
mike him Premier instead of Asquith, while
Kitchener's glory has dimmed,

It Is not easy for men of such differing
antecedents as Lioyd-George and Kitchener to
become reconciled. It was only the fuct that
Britain faced the greatest of crises that pro. |
duced the crowning achievement of British
compromise—the coalition Cabinet. In the past
it hans not been the custom for the Opposition,
or minority party, to be friendly to the Gov-
ernment in time of war. “The duty of an
Opposition is to oppose.” This s a maxim of
British politics, In the good old days, when
compromising was net so much in evidence,

the Opposition regarded a war merely as i |
glorious and extended opportunity of hnm—f
mering away at the men in power. The idea
that the Opposition should ‘support the Goy- |
ernment in & war would have drawn an in-
dignant denial from a Whig of George IIl's |
time, Throughout the American Revolution
the war was bitterly opposed by the Whigs |
And, In view of the fact that a majority of |
Englishmen thought at the time that lhn|
unlon and Integrity of the Empire was at
steke, these nttacks looked very much like
disloyalty, |

“Wellington Ought to Be Hanged" I
But far more disloyal did the Opposition be-
come in the Napoleonic period. Between the
war which Pitt opened agalnst ¥rance then
and the present war against Germany the
points of resemblance are many and strong.
England's futyre wos at stake. And yet the
minority persistently did sverything that was
In thelr power to encourage the enemy and to
overthrow the Government that was fighting
for the nationul lfe, Fox, Sheridan and Grey
used all thelr wit In defending the French
revolutionlsts and maligning Pitt. Fox went
so far ms to express openly his joy at the
success of the French arms at the expense of
his own country. Tt ls diffioult to resd with-
out disgust of the tactics of the Opposition
against the Duke of Wellington, who was
destined finally to destroy the mensce of
Burops at the Battle of Waterlop. Laord
Hutehinson, & Whig lord, expressed the opin.
lon that "Wellington ought te be hanged"
Creevey told everybody in 1810, five years be
fore Waterioo, that Wellington's career wis
finiihiad.  Jeffroy, the famous editor, wes in

dueted it was the duty of all parties to support
the Government. But his doetrine waus not
followed in the next great test after the Crie
mean war. In the South African war the
Liberal party denounced the campalgn ngalnst
the Hoers ns wicked and Impolitie.
